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Editorial 


IN the CARF section of Searchlight this month attention is focused on two 
episodes in the recent history of the relationship between the Metropolitan Police 
and black people in London. 

First there were the raids which took place on houses in Railton Rd, Brixton, in 
the wake of street disturbances there in 1982. The report of the Police Complaints 
Board seems to make out a more than adequate prima facie case for disciplinary 
action against a number of police officers — some of them senior officers — for 
seriously exceeding the powers which they enjoyed by virtue of warrants issued to 
search premises in Railton Rd. Then, the report proceeds to lay out reasons why, 
on the other hand, none of them should be subject to disciplinary proceedings. 
Their reasons are that a lot of officers would be involved, some of them of senior 
rank, and anyway, it was all a long time ago. 

Then, secondly, we have the Colin Roach affair. The precise facts surrounding 
Colin Roach’s death in the foyer of Stoke Newington police station may never be 
known, but two things are quite clear: the basic prerequisites for a suicide verdict 
were not met, and the treatment of his father — de facto detention and 
interrogation for several hours before being told of his son’s death, was 
appalling. We have the coroner’s jury to thank for finding a way around their 
recently lost right to add riders to their verdicts, by writing directly to the Home 
Secretary Leon Brittan, expressing their deep concern at the way police handled 
the matter. 

The simple fact of these two cases is that the position of the police, and in 
particular of the Police Commissioner Sir Kenneth Newman, in arguing that they 
want to establish a better relationship with London’s black communities, is 
becoming increasingly less credible. It is all very well setting up local liaison 
committees (members of which seem very often to have little support in the 
communities they claim to represent) but they are a sham, and are viewed as such, 
if police officers are allowed to ride roughshod over the feelings and dignity and 
basic democratic rights of the black communities and are seen to go wholly 
unpunished. 

In the circumstances, Sir Kenneth Newman might have given a little pause 
for thought before launching his annual report last month with a rousing blast 
directed at ‘‘extreme activists’? pledged to ‘‘a campaign of dedicated denigration 
of the police ... including .. . zealous dredging for any incident that can be 
exploited as a cause celebre and tendentious accounts of complaints against the 
police’’. The Colin Roach campaign, he added, fell into this category. 

Is it really too much to expect the Commissioner to comprehend the simple fact 
that while communities are being antagonised by incidents like the Railton Rd 
raids, or outraged by the treatment meted out to Colin Roach’s father, talk of 
‘outside agitators’ is quite simply irrelevant and a patronising insult to the 
feelings of black people? 

People are entitled to see evidence of Newman’s good faith before they pay 
serious attention to his special pleading on behalf of the police. For a start he 
could see that disciplinary proceedings are brought against those officers who 
exceeded their powers during the Railton Rd searches. And then he could see that 
a fitting apology is offered to Colin Roach’s father, along with an announcement 
of the measures he intends to implement to ensure that such a disgraceful episode 
is not repeated.

YOU would think, after the fiasco of the Hitler Diaries, that 
David Irving would, for the time being at least, keep a rather 
low profile. After all, having proclaimed from the outset that 
the diaries were forged, Irving changed his mind and 
pronounced them genuine only days before German forensic 
scientists proved conclusively that they were indeed fakes. 
The Britische Historiker was left with just a little egg on his 


face. 


But now, Irving is off on a new 
expedition — this time in search of the 
diaries of Eva Braun, Hitler’s mistress 
and wife who died with him in the 
Berlin bunker. Someone has told him 
that they are to be found in New Jersey 
in the United States, and Irving plans 
to decamp soon to the New World in 
search of them. How they came to be 
there can only be, for the moment, a 
matter of speculation, but at least New 
Jersey will provide the history man 
with a welcome change from his 
frequent trips to Germany to address 
meetings of the far-right Deutsche 
Volksunie. 


Irving is, at last, beginning to come clean 
about the nature of the DVU. In a recent 
interview in the Birmingham Evening Mail 
he tells readers, ‘‘I do a lot of public 
speaking, particularly in Germany, to 
extreme right-wing audiences. I was in a 
certain Munich beer cellar addressing a 
packed audience of 2,000 with communists 
rioting outside. It was that same beer cellar 
where another person not unknown in the 
20th century also addressed rallies’’. 

Once again, Irving’s prolific written 
output which has left other writers and 
historians breathless and mystified is 
apparent: he tells the Evening Mail that no 
less than three new major works are about

to appear in print, imaginatively entitled 
‘Churchill’s War’, ‘Goering’s War’ and 
‘Roosevelt’s War’. Irving points out that 
‘‘Hitler predicted that it would probably be 
an Englishman who would write an 
objective biography of him’’. What could 
the Fiihrer have known? 

Quite apart from his literary prowess, 
Irving has a talent which is rarely publicised 
— he is also a painter. No, not a house- 
painter, but a painter of portraits. This 
hobby is a little curious, however. Readers 
will recall that Irving has a strange loathing 
of women, a hatred to which he gave free 
rein when interviewed last year by Anthony

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Clare on Radio 4’s In the Psychiatrist’s 
Chair. Indeed, in the recent Evening Mail 
interview he talks of ‘‘The Fourth World 
. . . far worse than Third World. And there 
are 1.7 billion inhabitants. They all go 
about in absurd hats and flowery dresses. In 
other words, women’’. Odd therefore that 
the female form should be his chosen 
artistic metier. Visitors to his London 
apartment are often proudly shown a series 
of nude portraits of various women who 
have been prevailed upon to pose for the 
Historiker. Pride of place, even more 
oddly, goes to a large portrait of a naked 
black woman. 


Malski nazi leaves part-time army 


A MEMBER of Tony Malski’s National Socialist Action Party has 
resigned from the Royal Observer Corps in Dundee after his nazi 


involvement came to light. 


18 year-old David McAusland joined the 
ROC in May this year. He was encouraged 
to do so by fellow NSAP member Steven 
Kerr, who had recruited him to the NSAP 
in February. Four months later he resigned 
from the ROC on the advice of his father, 
episcopalian minister, the Rev. William 
McAusland. In a written statement his 
father said, ‘‘In about February 1983, 
unknown to us, our 18 year-old son was 
persuaded by a friend to join the National 
Socialist Action Party. It is doubtful if he 
realised the full implications of his joining 
the NSAP . . . when his membership came 
to light after he had attended one or two 
meetings of the Royal Observer Corps, we 


advised him to resign his ROC membership 
because on his application to join, he had 
stated that he was not a fascist’’. 


Screaming 
His involvement was uncovered by the 
Dundee Standard, whose reporter 
questioned Kerr about his apparent efforts 
to plant nazis in the ROC. Kerr became 
angry and slammed his door in the 
journalist’s face, screaming ‘“‘It’s a load of 
rubbish’’. Kerr, a student, had previously 
been involved with the National Front. 
The NSAP has put on record its intention 
of trying to recruit individuals with military 
experience, particularly serving members of 


the Territorial Army. Writing in their 
journal The European recently, NSAP 
‘Commander’ Tony Malski listed this and 
‘stockpiling all sorts of guns and 
ammunition’”’ as priorities for the party in 
building a right-wing ‘revolutionary army’. 
Following Searchlight’s investigations into 
the NSAP, and a request in May from 
former Labour MP Joan Lestor, the 
Department of Public Prosecutions is 
investigating the group’s activities. 

Since resigning from the ROC David 
McAusland has also left the NSAP but has 
upset the party in doing so. They have told 
him that it is not possible to remove his 
name from their computerised membership 
records till the end of the year, and so he 
will continue to receive mailings. But they 
have threatened legal action if he dares to 
open any of them. This, it would seem, is 
yet another of Malski’s laughable attempts 
to create an image of a mass, widespread 
membership. 
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including Don Turner and Ray Hill. _ 
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The seeking after truth can lead one along some very strang 
paths. When Searchlight heard that Dartmoor prison officer Brian 
Benwell was at last to get a tribunal hearing over his suspension 
during a local prison officers’ dispute about staffing levels, we 
decided to try and contact Mr Benwell, formerly the Chairman of 
the Prison Officers’ Association at Dartmoor Prison, to ask him 
one or two questions about his political affiliations. 


When we tried to get in touch with 
him via the prison and his Union we 
had no success, so we set off down an 
entirely different route. 

Back in November 1977 a front page 
article in the Tavistock Times revealed that 
NF members were working as warders in 
Dartmoor prison and quoted Mr Benwell as 
saying: ‘‘Yes, there are members. I do 
know some members. Without telling you 
whether I’m a member of the NF I can 
assure you that I’ve had knowledge of the 
NF since their beginning and I personally 
agree with a lot of their policies, though I 
cannot say I agree with their leadership’’. 


Disrepute 

Derek Merry, then Plymouth Organiser 
of the National Front, told a journalist 
around the same time that there existed at 
Dartmoor prison a well organised NF cell 
which was active and whose members 
would take in NF material such as stickers 
and other propaganda. He went on to claim 
that at least one prisoner had applied to 
join as well as a number of prison officers. 
He said that the cell existed as a separate 
body, and went on to allege that Brian 
Benwell was a Front member. Most of the 
Westcountry NF members went over to 
Tyndall’s BNP some time back and Merry 
was booted out a few months ago for 
bringing the party into disrepute. 

So we decided to try to find Benwell. 
First we approached a former regional 
officer of the NF who appeared to know of 
Mr Benwell but did not have a ’phone 
number for him. Before passing us on to 
Len Bearsford Walker, a Plymouth-based 
BNP candidate in the recent General 
Election, he pointed out that they do not 
normally give out numbers or addresses of 
serving police or prison officers among 
their members. Mr Walker however was 
very forthcoming. He had a work number 


for Brian Benwell but, when told that this 
was no use because he had been suspended, 
he suggested the following: ‘‘Ring this man 
at Dartmoor prison, he is one of ours. His 
name is John Scarrot, he’s on 9681 261 
extension 241. He will give you Brian’s 
number.’’ 9681 is the STD code from 
Plymouth for Dartmoor prison. 

When at last we reached the end of the 
trail and spoke to Benwell he was 
understandably cautious not to rock the 
boat before his hearing on 12 August. He 
did however give us a categorical assurance 
that he was not a member of the National 
Front. The worrying issue raised by our 
enquiries is the fact that, whilst Mr Benwell 
denies membership of the NF, a whole 
number of people in the Westcountry who 
have been senior officers of the NF appear 
to know him very well. Even now after their 
shift of political allegiance to Tyndall’s 
British National Party they still have an 
ongoing political relationship with serving 
officers at a prison which has for years been 
at the centre of prisoners’ rights campaigns 
over alleged brutality by prison officers, 
and where racism against black inmates has 
been evident. 

Maybe the Home Office should be 
looking into this rather than some mild 
transgression of the rules by Mr Benwell. 


Fascist’s appeal 


The wanted Italian right-wing terrorist 
Luciano Petrone, ordered to be 
extradited last month by a London

Lawyers acting for Petrone, wanted 
on charges of murdering policemen and 
bank robbery, have filed an appeal 
against the extradition order. The appeal 
may not be heard until October or 
November.

@ RACIST SHOP STEWARD REFUSES 
SUPPORT TO IMMIGRANT WORKER 


A shop steward in a Gwent factory is resigning 
from his post because other workers have 
petitioned for a Pakistani man to be allowed to 
stay in Britain. 

Colin Booth, a member of British Movement, 
said he could no longer represent the workforce 
at Gillet Pre-Star Limited near Tredegar. He said 
he was opposed to the support Mr Bashir Akhtar 
was getting from the workforce. 

“T’m in total disagreement with it from a 
racial and moral standpoint. There are 30,000 
unemployed in Gwent’’, he said. 

Mr Akhtar, a 35 year-old production worker, 
who has been in the country for almost 10 years, 
was arrested as an illegal immigrant at the start 
of May. He has received support from 
neighbours and friends as well as from the 
management and workers of Gillet Pre-Star. (S.

e@ HITLER MASK AT SOCCER MATCH 


A Bristol football supporter wore an Adolf 
Hitler mask and made Sieg Heil salutes during a 
match at Cardiff. 

Craig Douglas Mills (23), a carpenter from 
Bristol, was fined £100 for using abusive or 
insulting words or behaviour. 

In court, it was stated that Mills, who was also 
wearing a union jack hat, and displaying a union 
jack flag, gave nazi salutes. A section of the 
Bristol supporters were making racist chants 
directed against a black Cardiff City player. PC 
Ian James said that Cardiff fans retorted with 
chants of ‘‘nazis’’, and that middle-aged Bristol 
fans were also angry at Mills’ behaviour. (S. 
Wales Echo 11.6.83). 


@ RACIST TRIO SENT FOR TRIAL 


The National Front News photographer Ian 
Newport and two other London fascists have 
been sent for trial at Snaresbrook Crown Court 
by Thames Magistrates. Newport, Michael 
Burroughs and Robert Young have been charged 
with offences under the Race Relations laws and 
stand accused of publishing material likely to stir 
up racial hatred. 

The offences are alleged to have taken place at 
Brick Lane market in East London. The Court 
was told that the material in the form of a 
magazine attacked coloured persons, Asians and 
Jews.

It is also quite clear 
now that Finnegan’s failure to disclose 
his NF past to the local Tory party 
created serious disaffection in the 
Conservative camp, and local officers 


conservatives to abstain rather than 
vote for Finnegan, and mid- 
Staffordshire candidate John Heddle 
called him “a disgrace and an 
embarrassment to the party”. 


At the end of the campaign, 


Finnegan caused a storm at the count 
with an astonishing attack on the 
press: “Today democracy was the 
loser” he said. “In Stockton South the 
winner of the election was the gutter 
press’. He stormed from the hall 
followed by incredulous Tory helpers. 
The successful SDP candidate lan 
Wrigglesworth conceded that without 
the revelations of Finnegan’s NF 
membership, the SDP would not have 
won the seat.

Election Briefs 


@ MORE BOYCOTTS OF FASCISTS 


In the June issue of Searchlight we listed some of 
the parliamentary candidates who refused to 
hold joint election meetings or press conferences 
with fascists. Here are some more. 

In Plymouth, Labour candidates for the 
Devonport and Drake constituencies refused to 
take part in the same local radio programmes as 
fascist candidates from the British National 
Party. As a result of the action by Julian 
Priestley and Ms Sally Cresswell, the broadcasts 
planned by Plymouth Sound Radio were 
cancelled. 

Labour candidate for Slough, Joan Lestor, 
refused to attend a reception given by the Lord 
Mayor of Slough, because the National Front 
candidate was present. The Conservative Mayor, 
councillor Michael Long, called her action 
‘*undemocratic’’. 

The National Front were the only party 
represented at a Forum of Private Business press 
conference held shortly before the election. The 
other parties invited — Conservative, Labour, 
SDP, Communist and Ecology — all refused to 
share a platform with the fascist representative. 

In Worthing, National Front candidate Martin 
Wingfield was not invited to a pre-election rally, 
after Labour and Conservative candidates 
threatened a boycott. At first, Wingfield 
threatened to gatecrash the meeting, organised 
by the Worthing and District Council of 
Churches, but he later backed down. He handed 
out leaflets outside the meeting. (Western 
Evening Herald, Plymouth 27.5.83; Slough 
Observer 27.5.83; Building, London 10.6.83; 
Worthing Gazette 27.5.83 & 3.6.83). 


e@e TORY CANDIDATE BLAMES FASCIST 
SMEAR 


The unsuccessful Conservative candidate in 
North Hackney, Edward Booth, has blamed his 
failure on a ‘‘fascist smear’’ campaign. Shortly 
before the election, Thomas Finnegan, the 
Conservative candidate for Stockton South, was 
exposed as a former National Front candidate. 
Booth claimed that many Jewish voters were 
frightened by that, and didn’t vote. (Hackney 
Gazette 14.6.83).

Hattersley. Throughout his speech 
Hattersley was jeered and insulted, 
until Morrison’s mob were 


eventually ejected by four police 
officers. 


A rapist escaped arrest in 
Blackburn, Lancashire, recently, 
thanks to the prompt action of a 
gang of racists who attacked the 
girl’s rescuer. 

Black taxi driver, Absalam Nadi, was 
in the town centre when he heard a girl 
screaming in an alley-way. Leaping 
from his cab and leaving his hazard 
warning lights on to attract attention, 
he ran to the girl’s assistance. 
Courageously, he cut off the rapist’s 
escape and floored him. 

At that moment, a mob of about 15 
white youths set about him. Shouting 
“You black bastard. You're not getting 
away with hitting a white man”, they 
beat up Mr Nadi. 

In the ensuing confusion, the rapist, 
who had assaulted a 17 year-old girl, 
made good his retreat from the scene. 


Mr Nadi said later, ‘| tried to tell the 
youths but they wouldn't listen’. Police 
are now hunting both rapist and 
racists. 

It is well known that racist ‘law and 
order’ fans burn houses, kill people and 
resort to other forms of violence. Now, 
it appears, they are turning their 
attention to helping rapists go scot 
free. 
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Dear Searchlight, 
As a regular reader of Searchlight | feel I 
must write and complain about your article 


concerning FCS members and _ their 
behaviour at the NUS Conference in 
Warwick. Your June edition accused the 
FCS of stooping to ‘‘the lowest depths of 
racism’’. This is completely untrue. 

The ‘‘Hang Nelson Mandela’’ stickers 
merely pointed out that Mandela was a 
convicted terrorist and is not a political 
prisoner. The sticker in no way implied that 


Mandela should be put to death because he 
was black, it is therefore not racist. What is 
more important is that your article did not 
mention the intimidation of FCS members 
at the NUS Conference which led to the 
production of such a sticker. Make no 
mistake, NUS is a totally undemocratic 
institution that intimidates anybody from 
the centre-right of the political spectrum. I 
myself suffered from being pushed and 
jostled throughout the whole conference by 
left-wing delegates who outnumber 
conservatives by 8 to 1 in spite of the fact 
that most university students voted for the 
present government on 9 June. 
Intimidation is unpleasant to experience 
at any time but it comes from both the right 
and the left. Searchlight needs to 
understand that at the Warwick conference 
it came overwhelmingly from the left.

SHHH ... YOU KNOW WHO 


TO start with, not so much a whisper, more 
a bang. We have, as assiduous readers will 
know, been arguing for many a moon that 
there was a growing move on the Tory Right 
away from pure market economics towards 
what Stuart Hall (in Marxism Today’s 
excellent, and recently published, 7he 
Politics of Thatcherism) has described as 
“authoritarian populism”. We have further 
hinted, on more than one occasion, that had 
General Galtieri not done his stuff on 2 April 
1982, then the Government might well have 
got considerably tougher, on the streets of 
South London and Liverpool, with “the 
Argie within”. 

It is always agreeable to have one’s 
theories confirmed, particularly in as 
prestigious a journal as the Sunday 
Telegraph. On the Sunday after the election, 
no less a figure than Peregrine Worsthorne 
wrote this: 

“It was Enoch Powell who first sowed the 
seeds whose harvest Margaret Thatcher 
reaped last Thursday. What is now called 
Thatcherism was originally known as 
Powellism: bitter-tasting market economics 
sweetened and rendered palatable to the 
popular taste by great creamy dollops of 
nationalistic custard. 

“In his case immigration control was the 
custard and it was a bit too rich for any but 
the strongest digestions. She was lucky to 
have the Falklands campaign handed to her 
on a plate, which did the same job much 
more effectively, turning far fewer 
stomachs. But the original formula was 
Enoch’'s”. 

Worsthorne then goes on to define the 
concerns he predicts for ‘““Thatcherism i.e., 
Mark II Powellism”, as “crime, the collapse 
of law and order, immigration, morality, 
and, above all, national decline’, evoking 
“the John Bullish side” of the British 
character, “‘beery, philistine, xenophobic, 
male chauvinist and, above all, deeply 
conservative”, in support. 

The beer we can cope with, unless Mr 
Nigel Lawson prices it out of the market. 
The Philistinism, male chauvinism and 
xenophobia, as the watchwords of the next 
five years of Government, worry us a great 
deal. 


THERE’S MANY A SLIP... 


BOTH of these advertisements appeared in 
the June issue of Nationa/ Review, published 
by the League of St George. Once again 
NSAP leader Tony Malski’s subtlety is not 
exactly overwhelming. 

Nor for that matter is his editorial in the 
June issue of the NSAP journal 7he 
European. Wagging a commander-like finger 
at his members and supporters about to set 
sail for the annual nazi pilgrimage to 
Diksmuide in Belgium, he tells them that 
“this is a deeply important weekend to our 
Flemish comrades, it is their chance to be as 
one with their forefathers (sic). May we 
remind you that it is not a weekend party. 
So would you please respect the town and 
the people of Diksmuide and refrain from 
causing any disturbances”. His words, 
needless to say, fell on deaf ears, and as 
we report on page 4, brawling between 
different groups was once again the order 
of the day. Unfortunately, Malski himself 
was not on hand to enforce his new-found 
predilection for good behaviour, having 
been grabbed by the alert Belgian police as 
he tried to enter the country.

Now it looks like the Conservatives have 
gained another member from a similar 
source. Michael Corfield, one time secretary 
of the Edinburgh and Hastings branches of 
the NF and a local candidate for Shoreham 
in Sussex, as well as a full-time officer 
working out of what is now the British 
National Party headquarters at Clarendon 
Villas, Hove, has seen the light. Corfield 
was found not guilty of a violent assault on 
a local gay meeting a couple of years ago. 
But clearly inspired by the Government's 
line on law and order when he attended last 
year’s Tory Party Conference in Brighton, 
he has now gone the whole hog and joined. 
The change of environment may not be too 
traumatic — he should find lots of old 
friends who have recently made the same 
political journey.

LET THEM HAVE CAKE 


NONE of Peregrine Worsthorne’s views 
(above) will mean much to viewers of BBC’s 
People and Power on the evening of 28 June, 
who saw a 20 minute feature on the 
Conservative New Right’ which 
concentrated entirely on the economic side 
of the equation, and the aspiration of the 
free-marketeers of the Institute for 
Economic Affairs, the Adam Smith Institute 
and the Centre for Policy Studies to 
privatise the Civil Service and reintroduce 
the Anti-Combination Acts. 

Had David Dimbleby probed a little 
deeper, however, he might have discovered 
that while, for example, the recently sir-red 
Alfred Sherman is very keen on freedom of 
trade, he’s much less keen on freedom of 
movement, or indeed on freedom in sexual 
behaviour, religious belief, and social ideas. 
As he wrote in 1976 in the Daily Telegraph: 

“The imposition of mass immigration 
from backward alien cultures is just one 
symptom of this self-destructive urge, 
reflected in the assault on patriotism, the 
family ... the Christian religion in public 
life and schools, traditional morality in 
matters of sex, honesty, public display and 
respect for the law, on educational values, 
thrift, hard work and other values 
denigrated as ‘middle class’, in short, all 
that is English and wholesome”. 

Freedom to make money, but not belief; 
freedom for capital to cross borders, but not 
people; freedom to trade with who you like, 
but not to live with who you like; is there 
not a popular proverb concerned with 
having your cake and eating it? 


Charities’ anti- 
racist dilemma 


A PUBLIC row broke out 
recently when the Charity 
Commissioners ruled that the 
Methodist Church could not, as 
a charity, continue to raise 
money for the World Council of 
Churches’ Programme to 
Combat Racism. 

The Commissioners told the 
Methodists that the promotion of 
racial equality is not a purpose 
which the courts currently regard as 
charitable and that raising funds for 
it was not a charitable pursuit under 
present charity law. Like most 
churches, the Methodist Church is a 
registered charity whose status as 
such protects its income from 
taxation. 

The interpretations of the Charity 
Commissioners have, however, 
raised some interesting points. It 
sees no objection, for instance, to 
the work of the Ross McWhirter 
Memorial Foundation, a_ charity 


which annually makes awards for 
“the exercise of personal initiative 
and leadership and the impact of 
personal courage both in a moral 
and physical context as an example 
to others’. Winners of the award are 
frequently 


individuals who have 
been involved in conflicts with trade 
unions, in particular over the closed 
shop. 

In 1981, for example, an award 
was made to Joanna Harris, who 
had been sacked by Sandwell 
Council for refusing to join a closed 
shop. In 1982, awards were made to 
three British Rail workers who had 
refused to join a closed shop and 
had taken their case to the European 
court; to Doris Todd, a Walsall 
dinner lady who had been sacked for 
refusing to join a closed shop; and to 
William Vider, a Lambeth Council 
employee who had refused to take 
part in a council-organised week of 
action against the Conservatives’ 
local government policies. This year, 
an award was made to Johnny 
Johnson, a former mayor of 
Lambeth, who last year handed 
control of the council briefly to the 
Conservatives by exercising his 
casting vote in favour of a Tory 
successor to himself as mayor, thus 
eliminating Labour’s one vote 
majority. 

Another controversial case 
recently has involved the Unification 
Church or ‘Moonies’, where the 
Charity Commissioner has refused, 
even when confronted with 
evidence of the ‘Church's’ 
involvement in far right-wing 
politics, to remove their charitable 
status. 


NEW VERDICT 
ON CALVI DEATH 


THE jury at the second inquest into 
the death of ‘God’s Banker’, the 
Italian Roberto Calvi, unanimously 
overturned an earlier suicide 
verdict and returned an open 
verdict at the end of June. 

The new inquest had been ordered 
following a court action by Calvi’s family, 
who are still convinced that he died at the 
hands of people frightened that he planned 
to blow the whistle on huge financial frauds 
involving his failed Banco Ambrosiano and 
the illegal P2 Freemasons’ lodge. 

Calvi was found dead, hanging from 
Blackfriars Bridge, in London in June 1982, 
his body weighed down with bricks and his 
pockets stuffed with money. He had come 
to London, it is thought, in a last ditch 
effort to set up a deal to rescue the 
Ambrosiano Bank which had _ earlier 
collapsed. The bank’s troubles had 
stemmed from financial frauds through 
which millions of pounds were syphoned 
off, it is alleged, to right-wing groups and 
governments in South America. 


At the centre of the Ambrosiano web was 
Licio Gelli, grand master of the P2 lodge 
which included Calvi, and leading figures 
from the political, military, media and 
financial establishments in Italy amongst its 
members. Gelli is still being held in 
Switzerland where he awaits extradition to 
Italy. He has also been implicated, through 
the testimony of P2 supergrass Elio Ciolini, 
of plotting the 1980 bomb massacre at 
Bologna railway station. 

A key factor in the jury’s new open 
verdict was the behaviour of his associate 
Flavio Carboni who, after spending some 
time with Calvi in London, sent odd 
messages to Calvi’s flat on the day that he 
died; messages delivered under a 
pseudonym to Calvi’s bodyguard Silvano 
Vittor. Carboni is now under arrest in Italy 
facing charges of attempting to murder the 
Banco Ambrosiano vice-president in April 
1982. British police investigating Calvi’s 
death are now seeking to interview Carboni 
in Italy. Soon after Calvi’s death it was 
discovered that large amounts of 
Ambrosiano money were still held in Swiss 
bank accounts: some by Licio Gelli (who 
was arrested when he tried to withdraw it), 
some by Carboni and about £1 million by 
Carboni’s girlfriend Manuela Kleinzig, an 
Austrian. Kleinzig claims that the account 
was opened and administered for her by 
Carboni. 

Another key figure in the affair was 
Michele Sindona, also a banker and 
currently serving a 25-year gaol sentence for 
fraud in New York. Sindona was Calvi’s 
mentor and financial teacher until his 
(Sindona’s) arrest several years ago, after 
which Calvi stepped into his shoes. It was 
Sindona who revealed to investigators that 
Ambrosiano money had been channelled to 
right-wing parties and regimes in Latin 
America.

She later goes on to 
describe the 1977 Women’s 
Conference at Houston, at which 
the predominantly feminist 
participants were joined by two 
groups of women of quite different 
persuasion — anti-feminist Mormon 
women from Utah and Ku Klux Klan 
women from Mississippi. In this 
section, Dworkin describes 
iluminately exchanges between 
herself and these women, drawing 
out their political vision and horror 
of feminism.

There are major problems with her .

rationalises how people reach 
political conclusions. Phyllis 
Schlafly’s anti-Equal Rights 
Amendment campaigners, or 
Klanswomen, don't actually make a 
decision to knuckle down to 
patriarchal domination as the best 
way to survive in a male-dominated 
world. Instead they BELIEVE that 
feminism is not merely weak but 
wrong; that male domination is not 
just powerful but natural, even 
divine. Not only does Dworkin thus 
fail to get inside right-wing women’s 
thought-world, she also 
misconstrues the driving force of 


the political movements she is 


discussing. 
This is. at its most stark in the 
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The Anti-Foreigner Campaign in 
Germany, C.C. Aronsfield, (Institute 
of Jewish Affairs Research Report, 
No.7, 1983). 


Just as in Britain, West Germany’s 
immigrant population is undergoing 
racist attack. While the right-wing 
government is trying to ‘encourage’ 
Turkish workers to return to Turkey, 
extreme right-wingers in groups like 
the National Democratic Party, the 
German People’s Union and the Hansa 
Bande are making every effort to expel 
‘guest workers’ and political refugees. 
This valuable account from the Institute 
of Jewish Affairs shows the many different 
sources of the anti-foreigner campaign, 
which ranges as widely as the liberal paper, 
Frankfurter Allgemeine Zeitung, and a 
Social Democratic local government expert, 
Martin Neuffer. Many different extremist 
organisations are referred to and there are 
extended quotations .from the neo-nazi 
Deutsche National Zeitung and the 
academic racist Heidelberg Manifesto.

Since its establishment in 1968, the 
Runnymede Trust has won a well- 
earned reputation for scrupulous and 
accurate research on issues of race and 
immigration. Its latest pamphlet 
enhances this reputation. 


Different Worlds is a large format 
illustrated pamphlet published jointly with 
Lewisham Council and focusing on the 
scope of racial discrimination in key areas 
of life: immigration, employment, 
education, housing, health, social services, 
the police and the media. Each section is 
well documented and postscripted with a 
booklet. The pamphlet’s great merit is its 
clear and accessible language. The sections 
on Race and Law and on Immigration 
contais perhaps the best summaries yet 
published of the complex legislation in 
these fields. 

The evidence of discrimination is soberly 
presented and, the authors say, ‘‘The 
picture that emerges is one of persistent and 
widespread discrimination against black 
people in Britain’’. 

All Departments of Lewisham Council 
are to receive a copy of Different worlds in 
line with the Council’s anti-discrimination 
policies. A few copies to other councils 
might not go amiss. 

While Different Worlds provides a 
national overview of racism, the annual 
report of the Harehills and Chapeltown 
Law Centre in Leeds describes the situation 
at the sharp end, in inner city areas. The 
report highlights a growing incidence of 
racial attacks ranging from verbal abuse to 
arson. The police come in for some stick: 
‘“While we recognise there is no prospect of 
these incidents being stopped without 
widespread anti-racist community 
organisation in all parts of Leeds, we do 
think it would help if West Yorkshire Police 


took more notice of the Home Office’s 
1981 report on racial violence than they 
appear to have so far’’. 

Building a widespread response to racism 
of both the street and institutional varieties 


is the subject of a pamphlet, titled 
Birmingham Labour Party and Ethnic 
Minorities, which argues for a coherent 
multi-ethnic policy. It pulls no punches, 
attacking the way the Birmingham Labour 
Council ‘‘downgraded and ignored the 
issues concerning ethnic minorities and the 
policies for a multi-ethnic society agreed by 
the Labour Party in 1979-1980’ . . .an all- 
too familiar story. A detailed policy 
statement is prefaced with the comment 
that ‘‘The Labour Party’s only principled 
position can be that they (the ethnic 
minorities) are here to stay, here to 
participate and here to need services and 
opportunities which are equal ... the 
Labour Party must welcome the ethnic 
minorities as members and encourage their 
participation . . .”’ If this pamphlet ruffles 
a few feathers it will have done its job. Even 
better if its proposals were 
implemented .. .

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Is it realism which has caused the editors of 
The European to confine their subtitle to 
the slogan ‘‘One Race, One Nation’’? As 
their regular readers will no doubt be 
aware, the famous slogan of the German 
nazis contained the additional element of 
‘‘One Fiihrer’’ in addition to the Race and 
Nation bit. However, The European (not to 
be confused with a magazine of the same 
title which Oswald Mosley produced in the 
early ’50s) and its parent grouplet the 
National Socialist Action Party (not to be 
confused with the National Action Party, 
of which more later) know that ‘One 
Fiihrer’’ sounds a bit far fetched nowadays: 
there’s anything up to twenty aspiring 
Fiihrers strutting around Britain at the 
moment, each with their own dwindling 
band of admirers. 


The National Socialist Action Party 
(hereinafter NSAP) advertises the works of that 
long-running Fiihrer Colin Jordan and counts as 
its members some rather unsavoury followers 
such as Tony Malski. The European, to judge by 
the contents of its June issue, likes to mix crude 
bigotry with pretentious waffle and creative 
grammar. It has no hesitation in calling itself 
‘nazi’? and in quoting from the works of A. 
Hitler; as such it sees itself as the defender of 
pure nazism, under attack from revisionist 
softies such as the National Front. 

Its column ‘News and Views’ has a rather 
quaint description of NSAP street activity: ‘“The 
nazi’s plan is to hold a street meeting’’ and then 
‘‘the people come along and clap and join’. 
However, all the applause and joining is 
unnaturally interrupted when ‘“‘the local red 
front along with various Jews and other rat-bags 
decide to try and stop the meeting’. The 
columnist continues: ‘‘The reason for this is 
because they dread any kind of free discussion of 
ideas, because they know that if the people can 
hear all sides of the argument they would be 
bound to fail to win a single debate’’. 


A woman's place 


Now, Searchlight never likes to shirk a 
challenge, and so, in the interests of free speech 
and as a service to all frustrated clappers and 
joiners, we will present the NSAP view of things. 
Let us stick with ‘News and Views’ for a 
moment. One or more of its authors appears to 
be a woman, and has decidedly firm views on the 
women of Greenham Common, who apparently 
are ‘‘just trying to force over their Communist 
views on the rest of the country by frightening 
young mothers and children’’. No such nonsense 
for NSAP women: 
“TI. as.a mother, would rather be at home with 
my husband and children, giving them as 
much love, affection and security as possible 
... I for one will never join them because I 
could not live or die with the thought that I 
neglected my family when they most needed 
me.”’ 


Malski’s missin 


We'll leave the NSAP womenfolk polishing 
hubby’s jackboots and making sure the 
youngsters have a hearty breakfast before going 
out for a day’s goose-stepping; the rest of The 
European seems to be the business of chaps — 
and very serious ones at that. 

There’s a lengthy piece praising Mussolini, 
which does not gloss over some of his less 
savoury activities: ‘‘One of the best known 
remedies for ‘red madness’ was castor oil. It was 
administered to all Communists without pre- 
justice’’. There follows an account of how the 
fascists dragged a Socialist mayor from a café, 
under threat of violence, in order to administer 
the cure. 

Another piece has the title ‘Do we need 
democracy?’. We don’t possess the space to 
reproduce all the nuances of the article, but 
suffice to say that the author’s answer to his own 
question is ‘No’. Democracy ‘‘creates disunity”’ 
and permits the British people to face ‘‘a united 
and organised onslaught of Jews, Africans and 
Asians’’. Anyway here’s the conclusion: ‘‘For 
our nation to regain its soul, for our people to 
defend the future we must fight with what ever 
weapons to destroy this stinking democratic 
system’’. 


God's chosen People 


That seems clear enough. And rather 
predictable. What is slightly less predictable is an 
article signed by ‘‘The Rev. Dunstan’’. So many 
of the hardest of hardliners are devotees of 
pagan cults who, for various reasons, believe 
Christianity to be a Jewish invention. The 
NSAP’s own man of the cloth makes free and 
easy with his Bible to argue that white folk are 
the ‘‘pure seed of Adam”’ and that ‘the Jews are 
a mixed seed’’, and this apparently means ‘“‘that 
the White race or Adamites are God’s chosen 
people and not the Jews who are Satan’s 
children’’. 

The Reverend has some stuff about Jews 
controlling politicians, and then he mentions that 
he has been threatened with early retirement for 
preventing non-whites (or non-Adamites) from 
entering his church. He comments ‘“‘I would 
rather be banished from my Parish Church by 
the Bishop for teaching God’s laws to my 
congregation, than to knuckle under as my 
fellow clergy do’’. The Rev. Dunstan, if that be 
his true name, does not identify his parish 
church. 


Hanson’s verbal diarrhoea 


The pretentious side of The European is well 
represented by C. Hanson who cobbles together 
a string of long words to show that the power of 
race is stronger than national boundaries 
according to true National Socialists. We’d like 
to present a sample of his prose, but again 
pressures of space are a constraint. Here’s an 
abbreviated sample: Mr Hanson begins a 
sentence ‘‘Whereas National Socialism is

outward looking and considers the whole’’, and 
then continues it for a breath-taking eighteen 
lines. 


National Review 


More of Mr Hanson’s Guinness Book of 
Records approach to sentence-construction is on 
display in National Review, which is only the old 
League Review with a new name. As always the 
contents manage to be simultaneously boring 
and unpleasant, and the new title indicates no 
change of standards. The current issue (number 
41) reproduces an article from Oswald Mosley, 
which first appeared in National European, and 
which concludes with the statement: ‘‘That is 
why in Europe the belief of life will defeat the 
belief of death’’. That’ll get ’em clapping and 
joining on the streets. 

Whereas the NSAP seems to have time enough 
for the philosophical and theological aspects of 
bigotry, the shorter named National Action 
Party has a more direct approach. Its Fuhrer is 
Eddy Morrison, its paper is Combat and its ethos 
is violence. 


WHITE POWER! 


Morrison's street soldiers 


Combat’s May issue contains a crudely drawn 
cartoon of a white youth kicking a black in the 
crutch. Ha-ha-ha. The point is made in even 
stronger fashion on the following page. 
‘‘Become a Political Street Soldier’’ is the slogan 
for NAP’s recruiting form and the would-be 
applicant signs the statement ‘‘I agree with the 
views in Combat and am prepared to fight for 
the cause’’ beneath a picture of a uniformed 
NAP-type kicking a black. 

A snippet of news on the same page shows how 
the cause can be fought for: Combat reports that 
‘the headquarters of CND were badly damaged 
by militant patriots a few weeks ago. All the 
windows were smashed, the inside wrecked and 
National Action slogans painted over the walls’’. 

There’s not much else in Combat, but then its 
Fuhrer was never one for philosophical 
maunderings. And at this moment there is a 
specialist Fiihrer for every type of unpleasant 
taste on the far right. 
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Petrol bombs destroy Asian supermarket 


ARSONISTS used over ten gallons of 
petrol to create a massive explosion 
which destroyed an Asian-owned 
supermarket in Leamington on 27 
June. 


Firefighters struggled for over five hours 
to control the fire following the explosion, 
which also blew out a 9-inch thick brick 
wall under railway arches at the rear of the 
building. 

Fire officers investigating the cause of the 
blaze found that five two-gallon cans of 
petrol had been placed around the 
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ins of the Asian supermarket after bombers struck. 


supermarket, the petrol had been allowed 
to vapourise, and then detonated in the air 
with an unknown device. The result was a 
devastating waist-high explosion across the 
whole store. 

The supermarket was owned by two 
Asians, Gurchar Singh Sidhu and Davinder 
Uppal, who bought it six months ago from 
the Sandhar and Kung conglomerate, 
investing their savings and money from 
their families in the enterprise. 

Police are trying to trace three people 
seen running from the area and a blue Ford 
Escort parked near the store.

Front election leaflets because they were racist. A 
post office official said that the section on 
immigration contravened the Race Relations 
Act. 

Andrew Andrews, the NF’s only candidate in 
Bristol, said that there was a principle at stake. 

In London, Martin Webster claimed that 
Bristol was the only post office which had 
refused to accept the NF election material out of 
the 60 constituencies where the NF were standing 
candidates. 


@ ALBERT BACKS DOWN ON BNP 
MANIFESTO 


Albert Pearson (70), the British National Party 
candidate for Ipswich, got cold feet when he saw 
the party’s manifesto for the election. He 
condemned the party leaders for ‘‘going over his 
head’’, and said that he thought the manifesto 
would damage his electoral chances. 

The points he disagreed with were the plan for 
conscription, which he thought would dilute the 
professional army, the plans to set up an army 
cadet force in schools, and the strong party line 
demanded of successful candidates.

One of the largest and more 
respectable of the groups taking part in 
recent anti-government student 
demonstrations, which numbers 
among its supporters a former Justice 
Minister, is affiliated to the world Anti 
Communism League, and was 
originally set up by de Gaulle’s now 
banned secret army, the Service 
d’ Action Civique (SAC). 

A report just out by the French League 
for Human Rights* details the extreme 
right-wing connections of the National 
Interuniversity Union (UNI), which gained 
six per cent of the votes in this year’s Paris 
student elections. Numbering amongst its 
supporters Opposition politicians, 
university professors and students, UNI’s 
campaigns, while centering on its anti- 
socialist, anti-egalitarian and elitist views 
on education, have ranged from supporting 
South Vietnam to opposing abortion. It 
possesses a powerful printing and 
propaganda machine, which was capable of 
putting out 1% million leaflets against the 
left in the 1974 Presidential election 
campaign. 

It was during the 1968 student revolt that 
SAC, trying to gain a foothold in the 
universities, established the UNI as a 
satellite organisation. Following SAC’s 
banning last year, a parliamentary report 
uncovered a web of organised crime, drugs 
and arms traffiking, and fascist terror 
groups (Searchlight 76). Although 
Pompidou later purged the SAC of some 
7,000 members, strong links with the 
paramilitary and neo-nazi right remained. 

Several well-known members of Jacques 
Chirac’s RPR have thrown their weight 
behind the UNI. Alain Reyrefitte, former 
Justice Minister, prefaced a book published 
by UNI’s Vice President, Frederic Deloffre, 
and in a letter this year to its President, 
Jacques Rougeot, Bernard Pons, General 
Secretary of the FPR, praised the 
organisation for its ‘‘competence, devotion 
and determination’’. 

Other RPR members have stood on the 
“UNI ticket in elections to academic 
institutions. The UNI has also take part in a 
variety of public meetings, organised in 
conjunction with the new right Club de 
L’Horloge. 

At its stronghold at Assas University in 
Paris, almost totally controlled by the 


extreme right, the UNI shares the privilege 
of having a permanent exhibition on 
display, together with other groups on the 
extreme right — Groupe Union Defence 
(GUD), Mouvement Nationalist 
Revolutionaire (MNR), and the Federation 
des Etudiants Nationalistes (FEN). 

Among the other organisations that 
make up the Union for Freedom, the 
French chapter of WACL, of which the 
UNI is a member, is the Union of 
Independent Intellectuals (whose vice 
president also happens to be the leader of 
the Association for the Liberation of 
Rudolf Hess) and the Association of 
Servicemen of the French Union, which 
under the leadership of General Salan 
supported the OAS, and which now 
collaborates with ‘Jeune Nation’, whose 
head is Pierre Sidos, president of the 
extreme right-wing Oeuvre Francais.

DENMARK 


Three years for tax 


evasion 


Mogens Glistrup, founder of the right- 
wing anti-taxation organisation, the 
Progress Party, has been fined 
£71,000, sentenced to three years 
imprisonment and forbidden to carry 
on his law practice. Following this 
sentence, which arose from a long- 
running tax evasion case (see 
Searchlight 79), Glistrup was 
permanently expelled from the Danish 
Parliament. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


Afrikaaner fascists 
jailed 

Eugene Terre’blanche, leader of the 
ultra-right Afrikaaner Weerstands- 
beweging (AWB), has been sentenced 
to 18 months imprisonment, suspended 
for five years, and fined £173 for illegal 
possession of an AK-47 rifle, a revolver 
and 362 rounds of ammunition. 

In an earlier trial, briefly reported in last 
month’s Searchlight, two former members 
of his organisation were sentenced to 15 
years imprisonment each for terrorism. 
Two ex-policemen, Jacob Viljoen and 
Hendrik Jacobze, who had resigned from 
the AWB to save it ‘‘embarrassment’’, were 
found guilty of planning to blow up multi- 
racial hotels and assassinate leading 
religious figures. Jacobz told the court that 
they had planned to release syphilis- 
infected mice at Sun City, an integrated 
entertainment complex in one of the 
supposedly independent territories within 


South Africa. They also, he _ said, 
considered scattering nails on the road to 
the city so that people who wanted to go 
there ‘‘instead of Church would get flat 
tyres’’. 


GERMANY 


Neo-nazi leader on 
trial 


The trial has begun in Munich of Friedhelm 
Busse and five other members of the neo- 
nazi People’s Socialist Movement of 
Germany (VSBD), charged with 
membership of a terrorist organisation, 
possession of weapons, attempted 
blackmail and attempted robbery. The trial 
is expected to continue until September.

Anti-semitic game 
investigated 


West German authorities are 
investigating a vile board game which 
is circulating in schools and 
discotheques in Bonn and _ other 
German cities. 

Called ‘Jew, don’t get angry’, the game is 
played with dice on a board in the shape of 
a six-cornered Star of David. Each corner is 
named after a concentration camp and the 
first player to get his or her counters round 
the board is deemed to have exterminated 
six million Jews and is declared the winner. 
‘*Who is too stupid to gas six million Jews 
will have to go on watching Holocaust’’, 
the instructions conclude. A man and a 
woman have been arrested in the town of 
Zweibrucken on _ suspicion of having 
distributed the game, which has been sent 
to Jewish people in old people’s homes as 
well as to schaols and youth clubs. 
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Members of the far-right Dutch Centrum Partei (Centre Party) see here demonstrating outside the Dutch Parliament during

ITALY 


Fascist vote goes 
up 


In the recent Italian general election, 
the neo-fascist Italian Social 
Movement (MSI) has improved its 
vote. 

In the Chamber of Deputies it gained 42 
seats, twelve more than in the last general 
election in 1979. This marked a rise in its 
vote from 5.3 per cent to 6.8 per cent. In the 
Senate its vote increased from 5.7 per cent 
to 7.3 per cent, giving it 18 seats rather than 
1979’s 13. Giorgio Almirante, the party’s 
leader, told a press conference after the 
election that his party, long seen as a party 
of nostalgia, had now ‘‘come out of the 
tunnel’’. 


UNITED STATES 


Fascist leader jailed 


Declaring himself to be ‘‘a white 
political prisoner’’, J.B. Stoner, leader 
of the fascist National States Rights 
Party, has begun his minimum ten year 
jail sentence for a 1958 race-terror 
bombing in Birmingham, Alabama. 

A veteran fascist (in 1946, at the age of 
22, he told a newspaper that the purpose of 
the group he then headed, the Stoner Anti- 
Jewish Party, was ‘‘to make being a Jew 
punishable by death’’), Stoner formed the 
National States Rights Party (NSRP) in the 


late 1950s. Despite his imprisonment, the 
NSRP, under his _ second-in-command, 
Edward Fields, continues to be active on 
the American extreme right. It is involved 
with the United Racist Front, a group 
formed by Virgil Griffin, a Klansman 
involved in the 1979 Greensboro massacre, 
and is also connected with James Venable’s 
National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 


HOLLAND 


Bomb attack in 
Tilburg 


A bomb described by experts as 
‘‘dangerous and not amateur’’ 
damaged the office of the Pacifist 
Socialist Party in Tilburg in the night 
of May 11, causing severe damage. 

Twelve days earlier there had been two 
attempts to throw a bomb into the office, 
and responsibility was claimed by the 
National Youth Front (NJF, Nationaal 
Jeugdfront), who threatened ‘‘a harder 
blow’’. The NJF has also claimed but later 
denied responsibility for the third attack. 
The NJF is the youth movement of the 
NVU (Nederlandse Volksunie). 


Socialist Party 
accused of racism 


The small Socialist Party (SP) has been 
accused by anti-fascist committees of 
racism in its approach to immigrants. The 


SP sees the ‘‘gastarbeiders’’ (guest workers) 
as agents of capitalism, and draws the 
conclusion that they must either adjust 
within two years to Dutch language and 
‘‘morals and customs’’ or be repatriated 
with a grant. This would apply also to 
children of immigrants. ‘‘These people 
have got a pattern of culture we abolished 
hundreds of years ago’’ said’ an SP 
spokesman. The SP’s_ booklet 
Gastarbeiders and capital claims that 
“‘Often they don’t even know about toilets, 
which in some cases leads to the toilet bowl 
being smashed so they can use it like in 
France where they have squat-down toilets. 
You also get second-hand salesmen selling a 
washing machine to a Turk or a Moroccan, 
but then it’s connected so that the water is 
drained onto the floor and not into the 
drains’’. The SP remains unimpressed by 
criticism: ‘‘It’s all so vague. Look, we work 
a lot in the inner cities, our people face the 
problem every day. If you live on a farm in 
Friesland you don’t have so many problems 
with the immigrants’’. 


Teacher boycotted 


Two pupils have refused lessons from the 
vice-chairman of the racist Centre Party 
who teaches at a Catholic school in 
Nijmegen. Nico Konst, also the organiser 
of the party’s ‘‘defence courses’’, has 
advised his class to read Mein Kampf and 
collected signatures for his election 
nomination in school. The girls’ action 
could lead to a test case on racist teachers, 
such as the CP’s leader Janmaat, now on 
leave as MP.

On Wednesday 29 June Sir Kenneth Newman held a press conference to 
launch his first annual report as Metropolitan Commissioner. At the 
conference, he spoke at length of the political activists who wage a 
“campaign of dedicated denigration of the police’. “Particular activist 
groups”, he said, ‘deliberately trawl for issues which they can elevate to 
the status of a cause celebre’’. When asked by a member of the press 
about the case of Colin Roach, he said, “I think there were elements of 


that in the Colin Roach case, yes”. 


Yet, for those who have been 
campaigning for a public inquiry into Colin 
Roach’s death, the issue has been, not how 
they, the campaigners, have sought to 
denigrate the police, but how the police 
have actually sought to denigrate their 
campaign for a ‘public inquiry’ by labelling 
them as ‘‘political extremists’’. From the 
moment that Colin Roach was found dead 
from a shotgun blast in the foyer of Stoke 
Newington police station on 14 January 
1983, the police, via the media, have sought 
to establish the verdict of suicide. 


Colin Roach’s death and the 
first demonstrations 


The police were to make their views known 
only hours after Colin’s death. A press 
release stated that a black man with a 
history of mental illness had committed 
suicide. The story was barely mentioned in 
the newspapers — for if suicide was the 
accepted verdict, then, what more was there 
to say?

But when Hackney’s black community 
took to protesting about the circumstances 
surrounding the death (the treatment of 
Colin Roach’s father had particularly 
aroused anger) the press response was 
suddenly to alter. But the change reflected 
no sensitivity to the community’s view that 
the circumstances surrounding the death 
should be investigated, or, indeed, that the 
complaints about policing in the area be 
examined, but merely reinforced the police 
view that protest demonstrations were 
dangerous and demands for a_ public 
inquiry unnecessary. Indeed, the picture 
presented was remarkably similar to that 
given after the Black Day of Action on 2 
March ’81. The images invoked were those 
of the race riot. 


From black rampage to 
organised political violence 


However, in a matter of days the press 
reporting was to change from that of 


questions than answers 


violence associated with blacks rampaging 
to that of organised political violence. 
‘Supporters of revolutionary communist 
sects, trade unionists, Labour councillors 
have joined forces with Mr Roach’s family 
and the Hackney Legal Defence Committee 
to turn his death into a cause celebre’’ 
wrote the Daily Mail (24.1.83). That same 
paper was soon to reveal that Colin Roach 
was in fact a mugger not long out of jail. 
The implication was that the death of a 
known criminal had become a ‘“‘rallying 
point for black activists’’. 

In fact this was exactly the view that the 
police were propagating. On 11 February an 
editorial appeared in the Police Review: 
‘‘The police station at Stoke Newington, 
north London, has become the focus of a 
racist campaign, a black racist campaign 

There is now an obvious alliance 
between a small sector of the Labour Party 
and a minority of black militants. The 
members of this alliance seek to exploit 
black grievances, and seek like a royal 
whore, power without responsibility. They 
wish to control the police, but have no 
stomach for fighting crime’’. And this 
argument was take up by Professor John 
Vincent in the Sun (16.2.83). ‘‘The police 
are the top political target’’, he wrote, 
‘*they face trial by pressure group’’. 

All along, the police, via the media, had 
sought to isolate the campaign for a public 
inquiry. Instead, they were to argue 
consistently, an inquest would be the surest 
way to establish the truth. 


The inquest 


But the inquest, which returned a verdict of 
suicide, raised more questions than it 
answered. The two essential ingredients to 
prove suicide — evidence that Colin Roach 
intended to kill himself, and evidence 
linking the fatal weapon with him — were 
both absent from the case. Detailed 
forensic examination of the gun revealed 
nothing — no fingerprints, fibres or 
anything else — to connect it with Colin 
Roach or with the holdall he was carrying 
on the night he died. His much trumpeted 
‘mental instability’ turned out to be mild 
depression. 

And the jury were given little choice in 
the verdict they returned. In his summing 
up the coroner dealt with the alternative — 
the open verdict-as a poor relation, only to 
be used as the last resort, and made it clear 
that he felt a suicide verdict was the only 
possible one despite the lack of evidence. 
And since the Coroner’s Rules were 
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amended shortly after the Cartoon 
Campbell case, juries can no longer attach 
riders to their verdict. The jurors, however, 
were not prepared to keep quiet about the 
police investigation into the death, and 
shortly after the inquest ended they sent a 
letter to the Home Secretary indicating their 
concern about police handling of the case. 

That expression of concern from the 
body entrusted to deliver a verdict should 
have persuaded the new Home Secretary 
that a public inquiry under the Police Act 
was indeed necessary. But no, Leon Brittan 
is apparently as adamant as his predecessor 
that there should be no public inquiry. 
Instead — and without informing the 
family either of the letter or of his actions 
— he has decided to treat the jurors’ letter 
as a normal complaint against the police, to 
be dealt with in the normal way, by other 
police officers — in this case from 
Manchester.

So said Michael Rawson, Managing 
Director of Aire Valley Yarns Ltd., 
near Bradford, during an interview 
published in a local paper. Rawson was 
referring to his Asian workforce who 
went on strike on Monday 14 March in 
protest against the sacking of their 
shop steward, Liaquat Ali. 

The strike was a bitter one, with scabs 
ferried to and from work by management 
who drove their cars directly at the picket 
line. And this management intimidation 
was reinforced by the continuous police 
presence on the picket line and the 
harassment of strikers’ families. 

Management justified Ali’s sacking by 


arguing that they were paving the way for 
redundancies. In fact, Ali was sacked for 
trying to set up a union branch at the mill in 
order to press for better conditions. (The 
Asian workforce, who are mostly employed 
on the night shift, work a 60-72 hour week 
with compulsory overtime. They are paid 
£1.02 an hour. Health and safety standards 
are appalling, with workers constantly 
plagued by cough and chest ailments.) The 
workers then staged an immediate walk- 
out, refusing to return to work unless Ali 
was reinstated and they gained union 
recognition. When they received dismissal 
notices, the TGWU moved in to make the 
strike official. 

Although the 22 workers have now 
returned to work, with two of their three 
demands secured — union recognition and 
the reinstatement of the 22 workers — their 
third demand, for the reinstatement of 
Liaquat Ali, has yet to be decided by an 
industrial tribunal. 


IRUs go into the Mangrove 


On 20 June the police raided the 
Mangrove in Notting Hill to serve a 
warrant on a man who had jumped 
bail. Four Instant Response Unit 
vans descended on the Mangrove, 
with a police helicopter hovering 


overhead. Twenty IRU officers went 
into the club, some with truncheons 
drawn and arrested the man 
concerned and another who tried to 
intervene when the police began 
twisting the arm of the first man 


arrested. In the fighting a police 
inspector was injured. 
Local sources say that the raid 


was quite unnecessary and 
provacative, coming two months 
before carnival. The man was 
known to the police who were on 
regular patrol in All Saints Road and 
he could have been arrested at any 
time; instead they chose to wait 
until he went into the Mangrove. 

This is yet another example of 
using the riot-trained IRUs in All 
Saints Road — the first was in april 
1982 when nine IRUs were used to 
clear the road, making 23 arrests and 
leaving 60 people injured (Observer, 
25/4/82).

RACIAL VIOLENCE 


Savage attack 


Two young Asian men were savagely beaten up 
in London’s East End. 19-year-old Abdul 
Razzah was left lying unconscious on the 
pavement and Amran Uddin, also aged 19, had a 
six-inch knife wound across his back. The men 
were walking home from a cinema when four 
white youths approached them and began 
taunting them. A woman passer-by saw the 
youths approach the two young men with 
smashed milk bottles and she told them to go 
away. They did, but returned later joined by a 
crowd of about 20 others. Det Insp Ronald 
Ratcliffe of Bethnal Green police station said: 
“It was a very cowardly attack on two 
defenceless boys. I would like to assure the Asian 
community that we are giving the incident our 
full attention’”’. (East London Advertiser 8.7.83). 


Child injured by sniper 


Yet another black child in the East Ham area of 
London has been wounded by sniper fire. Eight- 
year-old Sean Williams was nearly blinded when 
he was shot in the head by an airgun sniper as he 
played with friends. His angry mother Cheryl 
said: ‘‘Sean was in great pain and lost all his 
senses. He didn’t know what he was doing and 
suffered terrible headaches overnight

Whoever did this must be sick and should be 
stopped’’. (Newham Recorder 16.6.83). 


Asians bear brunt of attacks 


Figures released by the Metropolitan Police show 
that of 1,293 victims of racial attacks in London 
in the last eight months of 1982, 898 of the 
victims were of Indian or Pakistani origin. The 
highest number of attacks occurred in the east 
London borough of Tower Hamlets. In the first 
three months of this year the police recorded 367 
incidents, 75 per cent of which involved Asians. 
Again the worst area was Tower Hamlets. 
(Morning Star 8.6.83). 


Asians attacked at mosque 


A group of Asians who had just left a mosque in 
Rochdale were met by a barrage of their own 
shoes stolen by a gang of white thugs. The gang 
then threw stones and began punching and 
kicking them. One man was jailed for 30 days for 
his part in the attack and another was sent to a 
detention centre. (Manchester Evening News 
21.6.83). 


ARSON 


Activist’s flat gutted 


The father and young brother of black activist 
Femi Adelaja had a lucky escape when a fire 
broke out at their home in Thornton Heath. 
Station Officer Ken Lindridge at Norbury fire 
station said they suspect the fire, which began 
outside a window but quickly spread to the inside 
of the flat, was deliberately started. (Croydon 
Advertiser 10.6.83). 


Tooting 


A firebomb thrown at the windows of a grocery 
shop in Tooting, south London, is the latest in a 
series of attacks on the store since Hashamvah 
Patel took over the shop from his uncle a few 
weeks ago. In that time, his windows have been 
smashed twice and glue has been smeared over 
the locks and window frames and set alight. 
Police said they were treating this as a racial 
attack. (Balham & Tooting News 17.6.83). 


POLICE 


No legal action against police 


No legal action will be taken against police 
involved in the notorious Whites case, the DPP’s 
office has decided. The elderly black couple were 
awarded £51,000 by a High Court judge, who 
said they had suffered ‘‘a catalogue. of violence 
and inhuman treatment by young officers’. Mr 
Justice Mars-Jones said the officers involved in 
the raid on the Whites’ home were guilty of 
‘‘monstrous, wicked and shameful conduct’’. 
The judge’s comments last May forced Scotland 
Yard’s Complaints Investigation Bureau to look 
into the incident. Files were passed to the DPP’s 
office which has apparently decided there was 
less than a 50 per cent chance of getting a 
prosecution against any of the 17 police officers 
involved. The Whites’ case is bound to add fuel 
to the criticisms of the system whereby the police 
investigate themselves. Hackney CRE 
commented: ‘‘It really is a disgraceful state of 
affairs when those involved in the White case are 
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still on duty or might have been promoted’’. 
HCRE also object to the length of time it takes to 
deal with complaints — in some cases, a 
minimum of twelve months. It took the Whites 
five years to win their compensation and to this 
day they have not bothered to make an official 
complaint to the police. (Hackney Gazette 
1.7.83). 


IRU called to court demo 


Officers from an Instant Response Unit were 
called to Tottenham when demonstrators outside 
the magistrates’ court were ordered to leave the 
court’s precincts. The demonstrators were 
supporting defendants appearing on charges 
following arrests made outside a National Front 
by-election meeting in May. A spokesperson said 
the Haringey Labour Anti-Racist and Anti- 
Fascist Movement were prepared to pay all the 
fines and legal costs incurred by the defendants if 
necessary. (Hackney Gazette 3.6.83). 


Clashes with police 


In Stonebridge, north-west London, 100 youths 
clashed with police after an incident in which 
police tried to arrest a man in connection with a 
stabbing incident the previous week (Willesden & 
Brent Chronicle 3.6.83). About 50 youths were 
involved in an incident with police in Balham, 
south London. Police began to chase a youth 
after a woman had reported a robbery but one 
youth involved in the incident said: ‘‘There were 
about ten police beating up this black guy in an 
alley but it was the wrong one’’. (South London 
Press 1.7.83). In Slough, Berkshire there were 
clashes outside a disco between groups of black 
and white youths and when large numbers of 
police arrived, many of whom were equipped 
with riot gear and plastic shields, bricks and 
bottles were thrown at them. (News of the World 
19.6.83). And in Brixton a policeman received a 
wound to his back and a Panda car was set on 
fire when an incident began between police and 
youths after two men were detained. (Observer 
5.6.83). 


IMMIGRATION CONTROLS 


BMA urges curb on overseas doctors 


Immigration controls on overseas-qualified 
doctors are being urged by the British Medical 
Association in ‘‘an attempt to avert an 
unemployment crisis’’. Dr Michael Wilson, 
Deputy Chairman of the General Medical 
Services Committee, claims: ‘‘The medical 
unemployment problem is largely due to the fact 
that the inflow of overseas doctors is not 
controlled’’. (Sunday Telegraph 22.5.83). 


Divorce means deportation 


Mrs Malika Benkhelefa and her 8-year-old 
daughter Nezh face deportation after nearly 
seven years in this country because she walked 
out on a violent marriage. Mrs Benkelefa arrived 
in Britain in 1976 to join her husband who was 
working on a contract for an Algerian firm. Her 
rights are linked only to her husband’s and when, 
after leaving, her husband divorced her and 
returned to Morocco, she was expected to leave 
as well. Camden Council’s Women’s Unit has 
taken up her case. (Hampstead & Highgate 
Express 10.6.83). 


GLC denounces hoax letter 


A letter written on old GLC notepaper has been 
circulating in London’s East End. It warns 
people that they will shortly be required to billet 
four Malaysian Asians in their home, provide all 
meals for them and receive a standard refugee 
allowance for doing so. Ken Livingstone, Leader 


of the GLC, denounced the letter, deplored the 
considerable alarm and distress it has caused and 
has referred the matter to the police for 
investigation. (GLC Press Release 15.6.83).

Press Cartoon ‘racially offensive’ 


A cartoon in the Sun which depicted eight out of 
thirteen alleged ‘dole cheats’ as black was 
damaging to racial harmony, the Press Council 
has declared. The cartoon referred to the police 
swoop ‘Operation Major’ in Oxford last autumn 
in which 286 people were detained. Of that 
number only four were black and just two of 
them appeared in court, one being cleared. Mr 
Henry R. Douglas, legal manager of the Sun, 
said the Sun’s commitment to better race 
relations was well known. (UK Press Gazette 
14.6.83).
